1) FEATURES OF STRUCTURE 



My idea is an " EDIBLE POPSICLE STICK It consists of an 

elongated and slenderized candy bar or cookie bar (which may be 
flattened in part [upper portion] or entirely) such as an 
elongated and slenderized Milky Way Bar, Three Musketeers Bar, 
Caramallo Bar, or Twix Cookie Bar,( as an example but not 
excluding a good many other candy or cookie bars, manufactured or 
homemade ). It would be long and slenderized but could be a 
variety of shapes such as a long slender rectangle, circle, 
square, triangle, polygon, or a long slenderized shape to fit 
comfortably in the fingers such as a baby teething cookie, ( 
bumpy on the sides to conform to the fingers ) or a somewhat 
flattened version of these, either partially, inside the ice 
cream (or facsimile) pop or flattened from top to bottom. It 
could be a single stick, double stick or any number depending 
upon the confection. 



2) MODE OF OPERATION 

The " EDIBLE POPSICLE STICK " works like a regular 
popsicle stick in that it is inserted into the ice cream pop (or 
facsimile) and gives the consumer something to hold and support 
their portable ice cream, frozen yogurt or similar confection 
while they eat it. It's original feature is that it can be 
consumed after or during the eating of the confection and the 
whole popsicle can be eaten. There is no stick to throw away. 



3) PURPOSE OF IDEA 

The purpose of the idea is to give children or children of 
all ages a longer lasting treat in which ice cream ( or 
facsimile) is combined with a candy or candy/cookie confection 
and can be eaten in it's entirety. 

A wrapper is planned with a thin piece of insulation to 
shield the fingers from direct contact if desired, however it is 
not needed in most cases.
